FOR  THE  YEAR,  1952. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  1952. 


The  contents  of  the  Report  have  been  compiled  in  a manner  to  comply 
with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  vital  statistics 
are  based  on  the  information  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  population  is 

18,840. 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  15.3,  The  death  rate,  13.16. 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (per  1 ,000  live  births)  was 
38.1  (against  that  for  England  and  Wales  27.6). 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  treated  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  the  patients  are  transferred  to  Cherry  Tree  Hospital,  Stockport. 

Inadequate  housing  still  remains  a grave  problem  and  several  years  must, 
I fear,  pass,  before  we  can  be  free  from  the  many  social  evils  which  the  short- 
age of  accommodation  tends  to  create. 

This  annual  report  follows  upon  the  lines  of  that  for  1951. 

I am  Indebted  to  Mr.  Colston  for  the  compilation  of  the  Sanitary  section 
and  1 should  like  to  thank  all  the  staff  of  the  Sanitary  Department  for  their 
loyal  support  and  co-operation.

No  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  occurred  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  has  occurred. 


(b)  Social  Conditions. 

The  recession  In  the  Cotton  Trade  occurring  in  the  year  under  review 
affected  the  local  Bleaching,  Printing  and  Weaving  Works,  and  short  time 
working  followed  for  several  months.  The  trades  have  now  almost  recovered 
with  very  little  loss  to  the  number  employed.  This  recession  of  trade  also 
affected  the  brake  lining  Industry  with  consequent  short  time  working.  Other- 
wise conditions  remain  practically  unchanged  since  the  previous  report.

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Section  B.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

All  the  parishes  are  supplied  with  piped  water  except  Peak  Forest  and  a 
portion  of  Green  Fairfield. 

Adequacy.  The  supplies  were  in  the  main  adequate,  except  at 
Hartlngton-Upper-Quarter  where  only  18  hours’  pumping,  covering  seven 
days,  was  resorted  to  from  emergency  supplies.  Regarding  the  Peak  Forest 
extension  scheme  referred  to  m the  last  report,  preparations  are  well  In  hand 
for  the  work  to  commence  early  m 1953. 

Quality.  From  the  regular  sources  of  supplies  a total  of  71  samples 
were  submitted  for  examination  : 1 1 for  chemical  analysis  and  60  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  were 
obtained  from  Castleton  (5),  Sparrowplt  (1),  Hayfield  (6),  Margate  Hill  (1), 
Combs  (Red  Rocks)  (1). 

All  public  supplies  are  chlorinated  except  the  Sparrowplt  supply : Con- 
sumers here  have  been  requested  to  boil  all  water  to  be  used  for  drinking 
purposes. 

The  routine  of  chlorination  is  regular,  records  of  the  residual  chlorine  are 
checked  regularly  and  repeat  samples  from  sources  previously  reported  doubt- 
ful or  unsuitable  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Legislation.  Water  Bye-laws  under  the  Water  Act,  1945,  were  brought 
Into  force  during  the  year.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Fnth  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Bamford,  Castleton,  Hope  and  Hayfield  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 
The  proposed  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Parish  of  Edale  has  received  the 
Sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  It  is  hoped 
that  work  on  this  will  be  commenced  in  1953.  The  proposed  schemes  how- 
ever for  Charlesworth,  Thornhill  and  Cockyard,  have  not  received  the  Sanction 
of  the  Ministry. 

The  scheme  for  removing  night  soil  at  Edale  and  the  cleansing  of  septic 
tanks  and  cesspools  mentioned  in  the  previous  report  continued  during  the 
year.

Refuse  Collection. 

A collection  scheme  is  in  operation  in  all  built-up  areas  of  the  Rural 
District  and  certain  scattered  localities  are  also  serviced  by  contract.  In  general 
a once  fortnightly  service  is  in  operation.  Disposal  is  by  tipping  and  as  there 
are  a number  of  small  tips  in  use  and  suitable  covering  material  is  not  easy  to 
secure,  it  is  difficult  strictly  to  apply  the  recognised  methods  for  controlled 
tipping.  However,  the  tips  are  carefully  supervised  and  complaints  are 
negligible. 

Statutory  Notices  and  Legal  Proceedings. 

Sixteen  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  In  one  of  these  cases  It  was  necessary  to  prosecute  for  non- 
compliance,  but  at  the  hearing  of  the  prosecution  the  case  was  withdrawn  on 
payment  of  costs  the  work  having  been  completed  before  the  day  appointed 
for  the  hearing.

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Five  applications  to  station  moveable  dwellings  were  made,  none  of 
which  were  granted. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Council’s  administration  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  Is  carried  out  by  arrangements  agreed  with  the  Infestation  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

A whole-time  rodent  operative  is  employed,  part  of  whose  salary 
(approximately  50%)  is  recoverable  from  the  Ministry.  Of  a total  of  2,548 
premises  inspected  during  the  year  103  were  found  to  be  infested  and  these 
were  dealt  with  either  by  the  rodent  operative  direct  or  by  occupiers  on  service 
of  notice.

Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  three  privately  owned  pools  in  the  Rural  District — at  Mayfield, 
Chapel-en-le-Frith  and  Bamford. 

Samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  all  pools.  Two  baths  were  reported 
on  as  being  satisfactory  and  one  as  unsatisfactory. 

As  a result  of  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  on  samples  from  one 
swimming  pool  it  was  found  on  inspection  that  certain  of  the  Council’s  Bye- 
laws for  the  control  of  swimming  pools  were  contravened  and  legal  proceedings 
ensued.  Four  summonses  were  heard,  three  were  sustained  and  one  failed.
